pool. 

Halftime will be elimi- 
nated as part of the new 
rules for basketball and 
the length of time between 
quarters will be extended to 
two minutes and thirty sec- 
onds, The game ball will be 
changed at the end of each 
quarter. 

Game day basketball 
rosters will be limited to 15 
players and teams can have 
no more than three coaches 
on the bench at any time. 
The use of swing players — 
those who move between ju- 
nior varsity and varsity, for 
example — is discouraged 
and should only be used to 
sustain a program. 

Basketball players 
should refrain from pick- 
ing up one another from the 
court, unless it is necessary 
to do so because of injury.

Residential Tax 
Bill Up $154 


Owner To Pay $6,280 For 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The owner of the aver- 
age single-family home in 
Quincy will see their tax bill 
increase by $154 next year 
to $6,280. 

City councillors on Mon- 
day approved a series of 
financial maneuvers, pro- 
posed by Mayor Thomas 
Koch, to help keep the tax 
increase in check. Those 
moves include using free 
cash to reduce the amount of 
money to be raised by prop- 
erty taxes, several budget 
cuts, and tapping into the 
city’s rainy day fund and a 
second reserve account. 

Quincy will once again 
use a Split tax rate, meaning 
residential and commercial 
properties are taxed at dif- 


ferent rates; the difference 
between the two rates will 
continue to be the largest al- 
lowed under state law. 

The new residential tax 
rate for next year is $12.14 
per $100,000, down from 
$12.43 this year. The new 
rate for commercial, indus- 
trial property, also known as 
the CIPP rate, will decrease 
from $24.84 to $24.24. 

While next year’s resi- 
dential rate is lower than 
this year’s, home values 
continue to increase. The 
average value of a single- 
family home in the city is 
now $517,300, up from 
$492,900, according to city 
assessor John Rowland. As 
a result, the average bill will

SCAM ALERT #1: 
MAKING YOUR HOME CYBER SECURE 

With nine in ten U.S. adults online these days for work, 
finances, shopping or entertainment, criminals have many 
opportunities to steal money or sensitive personal informa- 
tion. When you factor in the many devices in our homes 
linked to the internet — computers, gaming systems, TVs, 
smartphones - the opportunities grow. 

To keep your home network safe from criminals, follow 
these three home security rules. Keep the operating systems, 
web browsers and security software on all of your con- 
nected devices updated. If your internet router has the same 
name and password it came with, change both. And engage 
your firewall — your operating system or antivirus software 
should,come. with.a firewall that guards your system from 
uninvited sources; make sure yours is turned on. 

SCAM ALERT #2: FACEBOOK MARKETPLACE 

The holidays are getting close and many of us are look- 
ing for those last-minute deals, One place people are turning 
to is Facebook Marketplace, but beware because scammers 
are lurking. The spike-in online shopping has unfortunately 
led many victirns right to the criminals who offer deals too 
good to pass up. 

This fall, the AARP Fraud Watch Network Helpline has 


_ received a high volume of calls from people losing money 


to scams on Facebook Marketplace. Here are some tips to 
avoid online sales scams. Before making that purchase, 
research what similar items are selling for elsewhere. The 
greater the deal, the greater the likelihood that it could be a 
scam. Buy local versus having something shipped, and ar- 
range to meet in a public space. Pay cash — if asked to pay 


by a payment app, wire transfer or gift card, refuse. Finally, 
if you need to get an item shipped, use a credit card, which 
has fraud protections. 
SCAM ALERT #3: 
GIFT CARD SCAMS 

According to a recent AARP survey, more than 2/3 of US 
consumers will purchase a gift card for someone this holi- 
day season. While these gifts are easy to give and popular to 
get, they are also open to fraud. The same survey found that 
one in three people have either given or received a gift card 
with no funds on it. Remember these tips whenever buying 
gift cards. 

If buying from a store rack, inspect the card before pur- 
chase to make sure that the packaging hasn’t been tampered 
with and that the code hasn’t been revealed. Better yet, buy 
gift cards online directly from the retailer, restaurant or oth- 
er issuer. Be wary of buying from gift card resellers- if you 
do, make sure they offer a guarantee. 

SCAM ALERT #4: 
PEER TO PEER PAYMENT APPS 

In the time of COVID, peer-to-peer payment apps have 
become more popular than ever. According to a recent 
AARP survey: on online holiday shopping, more than half 
of US adults plan to use a peer-to-peer payment app for gift 
purchases. It’s important to know that some apps are safer 
than others. 

PayPal, for example, is set up for users to make pur- 
chases with businesses where it’s offered. But other popular 
payrhent apps like Venmo, Zelle and Cash App, are intended 
for use among friends and family — to split a dinner bill or 
pay the babysitter. Fraud losses are generally not recover- 
able when you use these apps to pay for a product that never 
comes.

Massachusetts may repeal its 300-year old “Blue Laws” 
that restrict businéss on Sundays but downtown Quincy 
merchants as well as Mayor Francis X. McCauley are far 
from enthusiastic about it. 

“I don’t want to see us turn into another California, go- 
ing full blast seven days a week,” said McCauley. “Sunday 
should be a day apart.” 

Almost all of the merchants contacted by The Quincy 
Sun in a mini-survey agreed whole-heartedly with the may- 
or. 

“I am unhappy about the prospect,” said Burt Cook, pro- 
prietor of Tags Discount Furniture and Sleep Shop. “It only 
means I have to work harder and I don’t want to do that. 
I want to enjoy myself and Sunday is the only day I have 
left.” 

“Personally, I don’t like the idea,” said Bob Colman who 
owns Colman’s Sporting Goods Stores in Quincy, Danvers, 
Canton and Woburn. 

“It’s too big a strain on manpower. I’d have to staff the 
place with inexperienced people on Sunday and service 
would not be as good,” Colman continued. “It would not be 
fair to the customers.” 

MORRISSEY DENOUNCES SHIP SUBSIDIES 

The Massachusetts House of Representatives at the urg- 
ing of Rep. Michael W. Morrissey has asked the United 
States Congress to preserve operating subsidies for Ameri- 
can-built ships and not to extend them to foreigners. 

“The Unites States Senate,” said Morrissey, “recently 
adopted a maritime bill that would be the first step toward 
displacing U.S. shipbuilding in favor of foreign-owned, 
foreign-manned, foreign-built fleets.”

Claim Social 
Security At 62?

Dear Rusty: I’m looking for information about retiring 
and starting my Social Security very soon at age 62. I’m not 
sure if I want to do it because I’m not sure if I can. Can you 
help me figure this out? Signed: Hesitant 

Dear Hesitant: I know it can be daunting trying to figure 
out whether and when to claim your Social Security ben- 
efits. I'll give you some of the basics: 

First, you should know that if you claim your benefits at 
age 62, your benefit amount will be considerably reduced 
from what it would be if you waited longer to claim. At 62, 
your benefit will be about 28% less than it would be at your 
full retirement age (FRA) which, for you is 66 years and 8 
months. Your benefit will continue to grow by a fraction of a 
percentage point each month you wait, until it reaches 100% 
at your FRA. You can choose to delay even longer than your 
FRA, and your benefit will continue to grow up to age 70 
when you reach your maximum benefit amount. For you, 
that maximum at age 70 would be about 28% more than you 
would get at your FRA and about 75% more than you would 
get at age 62. There is a considerable financial advantage to 
waiting to claim. 

If you continue working, and you claim at age 62 (or 
at any age before your FRA), you'll be subject to Social 
Security’s “earnings test,” which limits how much you can 
earn before they take back some of your benefits. Starting at 
age 62 and continuing until the year you. attain FRA, there 
will be an annual limit to your earnings (the 2021 limit is 
$18,960) and, if you exceed that, SS will take back ben- 
efits equal to $1 kate $2 you are over' the limit! That

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Historic Treasures Should Be Preserved 


Imagine a machine first 
built in John Adams’s time 
that has chugged along with- 
out a hiccup for 200 years. 
It would undoubtedly be 
treated with kid gloves, and 
every effort would be made 
to preserve and protect it. 
Perhaps the Quincy History 
Museum would display it 
so that people could stand 
in awe of the engineering 
marvel and feel a visceral 


-connection to the past in the 


rhythmic shifting of its com- 
ponents. 

Well, such a machine ac- 
tually exists — right here in 
our fair city. Not only that, 
but this machine has been 
proven to make people hap- 
pier, healthier, and wealthi- 
er, to prevent flooding, and 
to fight climate change. 
What is this astonishing 
contraption? It’s hiding in 
plain sight, an unsung hero 
that makes a city street feel 
like part of a neighborhood: 
a mature tree. 

Trees improve air quality, 
lower stress, boost moods, 
reduce crime levels, and 
improve home values. They 
also lower heating and cool- 
ing costs, reduce stormwa- 
ter runoff, and remove the 
greenhouse gas carbon di- 
oxide from the atmosphere, 
storing the carbon as wood 
and releasing the oxygen 
back into the air. 

Mature trees are espe- 
cially powerful weapons 
against climate change. 


_As William Moomaw, an 


emeritus professor of envi- 
ronmental policy at Tufts, 
said in a Yale magazine in- 
terview: “We’ve seen a lot 
of interest lately in plant- 
ing more trees.... These are 
great things to do, but they 
will not make much of a dif- 
ference in the next two or 
three decades because little 
trees just don’t store much 
carbon,” he said. “The most 
effective thing that we can 
do is to allow trees that are 
already planted, that are al- 
ready growing, to continue 
growing.” 

After learning about the 
importance of mature trees 
to the climate, I was sad- 
dened to learn that the city 
is considering cutting down 
three trees estimated to be 
between 100 and 200 years 
old on Sims Road, near 
Beechwood Knoll School. 

I know there will: be 
cases where mature trees 
will have to be taken down 
for safety reasons — perhaps 
on Sims Road. But I believe 
that tree removal should be 
done only as a last resort, 
after every measure to pre- 
serve the trees has been ex- 
hausted. 

One concern raised at 
a recent hearing about the 
Sims Road trees was side- 
walk safety, as the roots 
have lifted the surrounding 
walkways. The city’s tree 
warden, Chris Hayward, 
mentioned that one way of 
addressing the issue is to get 
easements from homeown- 
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of Flowers

The Common Market 
partners with “My Brother’s 
Keeper,” a local charity, to 
assist families in the area 
and provides presents for 
families at Christmas time. 
Since the “Night of Giving” 
was started at The Common 
Market, customers have do- 
nated over 10,000 Christ- 
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ers to build sidewalks that 
curve around tree trunks and 
onto their land. Others on 
the call mentioned another 
workaround: building side- 
walks that rise and fall like 
bridges over the roots. 

Mr. Hayward seemed to 
feel that some of these so- 
lutions would be too time 
consuming or costly, and 
certainly, city budgets are 
tight — particularly now, in a 
global pandemic. 

But I would argue that 
mature trees are so valuable 
to our community — which 
has suffered tens of millions 
of dollars in storm damage 
in recent years — that spend- _ 
ing money to safely preserve 
the trees would be cheaper 
than the costs associated 
with losing them. These - 
costs include the damage 
from increased flooding — 
because trees slow and ab- 
sorb stormwater runoff, and 
the loss of tax revenue from 
decreases in home values. 
(In 2008, a US government 
study estimated that street 
trees increased property 
tax revenves for the city of 
Portland, Oregon, by $13. 
million per year.) 

Mature trees are also un- 
matched in their ability to 
soak up and lock away at- 
mospheric carbon dioxide. 
The cheapest mechanical 
tree scientists are working 
to develop (which would re- 
move carbon dioxide from 
the air much faster than a 
live tree but would not be 
able to store it) would cost 
at least $50,000, 

Let’s not be short-sighted 
when weighing the costs of 
maintaining Quincy’s ma- 
ture trees. We literally can- 
not buy machines that do as 
much for our, and our plan- 
et’s, health and safety. Let’s 
treat them as the national 
treasures they are and work 
to survey and preserve them 
alongside the Adams birth- 
places and the Old House 
at Peacefield. Email quin- 
cytreegroup@ gmail.com if 
you'd like to be part of this 
effort!

Stomach ulcers are pain- 
ful lesions that can be found 
in the stomach lining or 
small intestine. 

Stomach ulcers are the 
most visible indication of 
peptic ulcer disease. They 
occur when the thick layer 
of mucus that protects your 
stomach from digestive 
juices is reduced, thus al- 
lowing the digestive acids 
to deteriorate the tissues lin- 
ing the stomach. Stomach 
ulcers are easily cured, but 
they can become dangerous 
without proper treatment. 

Stomach ulcers aren’t 
inevitably caused by one 
single factor. The decrease 
in the stomach’s mucus lin- 
ing that leads to an ulcer is 
usually caused by one of the 
following: 

* an infection with the 
bacterium Helicobacter py- 
lori (H. pylori) 

* long-term use of non- 
steroidal anti-inflammatory 
drugs (NSAIDs), such as 
aspirin and ibuprofen 

* excess acid (hyperacid- 
ity) in the stomach, which

Certain issues and be- 
haviors can put you at 
higher risk for developing 
stomach ulcers including, 
smoking, frequent use of 
steroids (such as those for 
treating asthma), hypercal- 
cemia (overproduction of 
calcium), family history of 
stomach ulcers, being over 
50 years old and excessive 
consumption of alcohol. 

Stomach ulcers can pres- 
ent with many varied syrnp- 
toms. The severity of the 
symptoms depends on the 
severity of the ulcer. The 
most frequently encountered 
symptom is a burning sensa- 
tion or pain in the area be- 
tween your chest and belly 
button. Normally, the pain 
will be more intense when 
your stomach is empty and 
it can last from a few min- 
utes to several hours. Other 
common symptoms include 
dull pain in the stomach, 
weight loss, not wanting to 
eat because of pain, nausea 
or vomiting, bloating, burp- 


_ Ing or acid reflux and pain 


that improves when you eat, 
drink, or take antacids. 

Diagnosis and treatment 
Will epee oe. oes 
toms and the severity 
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will evaluate your medi- 
cal history along with your 
symptoms and any prescrip- 
tion or over-the-counter 
medications that you may 
be taking. 

To rule out H. pylori in- 
fection, a blood, stool, or 
breath test may be ordered. 
In a breath test, you'll be in- 
structed to drink a clear liq- 
uid and breathe into a bag, 
which is then sealed. If H. 
pylori is present, the breath 
sample will contain higher- 
than-normal levels of car- 
bon dioxide. Further tests 
and procedures used to di- 
agnose stomach ulcers may 
include barium X-ray, en- 
doscopy and an endoscopic 
biopsy. 

Treatment will vary and 
is usually modified depend- 
ing on the cause of your 
ulcer, Most ulcers can be 
treated with a prescription 
from your doctor, but in 
atypical cases, surgery may 
be required. 

It’s imperative to prompt- 
ly treat an ulcer. Talk to your 
doctor to discuss a treatment 
plan. If you have an actively 
bleeding ulcer, this may ne- 
cessitate you being hospital- 
ized for intensive treatment 
with IV ulcer medications, 
and you may also require 
blood transfusions.

is the result of H. pylori, 
you'll need antibiotics. For 
mild to moderate stomach 
ulcers, your doctor may usu- 
ally prescribe the following 
medications: 

* H2 blockers: to prevent 
your stomach from making 
too much acid 

* proton pump inhibitors: 
blocks the cells that produce 
acid 

* over-the-counter antac- 
ids: to help neutralize stom- 
ach acid 

* cytoprotective agents: 
to protect the lining of the 
stomach and small intestine, 
such as Pepto-Bismol 

Symptoms of an ulcer 
may subside promptly with 
treatment. Even if your 
symptoms disappear, you 
should continue to take 
medicine prescribed by 
your doctor. This is espe- 
cially important for H. py- 
lori infections to ensure that 
all bacteria are destroyed. 
Health care providers will 
also suggest that you avoid 
smoking, alcohol, and any 
medications or foods that 

In very rare cases, a 
problematic stomach ulcer 
may require surgical inter- 
vention. "These include ul- 
cers that continue to return, 
don’t heal, bleed, tear the 
stomach or small intestine 


or stop food from flowing 
out of the stomach into the 
small intestine. Surgery may 
include, removal of the en- 
tire ulcer, taking tissue from 
another part of the intestines 
and sewing it over the ulcer 
site, tying off a bleeding 
artery, or cutting off nerve 
supply to the stomach to re- 
duce the manufacturing of 
stomach acid. 

Get treatment as soon as 
you believe that you might 


have a stomach ulcer. The 


longer an ulcer remains un- 
treated, the more likely you 
are to develop complica- 
tions. You should immedi- 
ately seek medical treatment 
if you encounter any sud- 
den, sharp pain that doesn’t 
stop, black or bloody 
stools, bloody vomitus, and 
vomit that looks like cof- 
fee grounds. These could 
be clues that the ulcer has 
eroded through the stomach, 
or broken a blood vessel. 
Scar tissue development is 
also another possible com- 
plication causing tissue that 
prevents food from moving 
from the stomach into the 
small intestine. All of these 
scenarios require intensive 
eee typically in a hospi- 
tal setting.

of bacteria and reduce risk 
of bacterial infection, wash 
your hands with soap and 
water on a regular basis. En- 
sure that all food is properly 
cleaned and cooked thor- 
oughly. 

To prevent ulcers caused 
by NSAIDs, stop using 
these medications (if pos- 
sible) or limit their use. If 
you need to take NSAIDs, 
be sure to follow the recom- 
mended dosage and avoid 
alcohol while taking these 
medications. Particular life- 
style changes can also help 
prevent ulcers from form- 
ing. 

Limiting alcohol con- 
sumption, avoiding tobacco 
products, and properly man- 
aging stress can all contrib- 
ute to maintaining a healthy 
stomach lining and avoiding 
the onset of more dangerous 
consequences.

Houses of worship have 
been associated with 36 
clusters of COVID-19 since 
the pandemic began, Baker 
said, including six clusters 
in the past month. One clus- 
ter, he said, involved 200 
cases and spread to 90 or 
more businesses and other 
organizations. 

During his remarks, the 
governor referred to vac- 


cines — the first of which 
could be approved as soon 
as this week by federal reg- 
ulators — as the light of the 
end of the tunnel but said 
the distribution of the vac- 
cine would take months. 
The first two vaccines up 
for review require two doses 
three to four weeks apart, 
Baker noted, though others 
being studied only require a 
single shot. 

The state is finalizing 
its plan to distribute the 
vaccines once they are ap- 
proved, the governor said. 
Those at high risk — includ- 
ing health care workers, 
the elderly and those with 
certain medical conditions 
— would be the first ones eli- 
gible for immunization. 

“That’s probably going 
to be where most of the ac- 
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tivity is in December, Janu- 
ary, February and March,” 
he said. “The focus is going 
to be on the people we are 
all the most worried about 
because of what they do for 
work or because of their age ~ 
or because of their physical 
condition.” 

The general public would 
likely have access to the 
vaccine starting in the sec- 
ond quarter of 2021. 

“It will probably be Q2 
before Joe Q. or Jane Q. ° 
Citizen will have access to a 
vaccine,” Baker said.

Being College President ‘Another 


Way To Give,’ DeCristofaro Says

After spending nearly 
two decades as the head of 
the Quincy Public Schools, 
Richard DeCristofaro said 
becoming the president of 
Quincy College provides 
him with another way to 
give back to the community. 

DeCristofaro, 68, began 
his career with the school 
system in 1974 as a fifth 
grade teacher. He became 
principal at Snug Harbor in 
1987 and was named assis- 
tant superintendent in 1993. 
DeCristofaro was promoted 
to superintendent in 2001 
and held that post until June, 
when he officially became 
president at Quincy College. 

In a recent interview, De- 
Cristofaro said the position 
at Quincy College gave him 
a new way to give back to 
the city. 


“I had been superinten- 
dent for 19 years. We had so 
many real successes within 
the school system. When I 
knew this opportunity was 
coming, I just figured it was 
another way to give, another 
way to work with the city of 
Quincy, continue to work 
with Mayor Koch,” DeCris- 
tofaro said. 

“T think it is a really good 
way to really round out an 
educational career and ser- 
vice in Quincy.” 

DeCristofaro said his 
experience in the school 
system — in particular his fa- 
miliarity with the principals 
and staff at the city’s high 
schools — would prove ben- 
eficial in his new role as he 
looks to draw more Quincy 
students to Quincy College. 

“I think what helps me 
more than anything else 


is that we have these high 
school connections — that 
I do know how the high 
schools work. There are 
extraordinary principals at 
both high schools. We know 
the guidance people, we 
know the department heads, 
sO we’re not going to go too 
fast and we’re not going to 
go too slow, but we are go- 
ing to go together,” DeCris- 
tofaro said. 

“They know what I be- 
lieve in — they know I be- 
lieve in valuing students, 
valuing their families, valu- 
ing teachers, academic sup- 
port people. They know 
who I am and I think they 
are comfortable with that 
fact that where I am now 
will really enhance so much 
of what their students will 
have when they graduate.”

Salary College received 


grant funding to cover some 
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plans to stay at Quincy Col- 
lege as long as the Board of 
Governors wants him to be 
there. 

“I want to stay at the 
college...as long as_ the 
Board of Governors has me 
and supports me,” he said. 
“However long I will be 
there, I want to make sure 
that I leave it in so many 
ways better than I found it.” 

Before DeCristofaro left 
his post as superintendent, 
the School Committee voted 
to name a planned special 
education center in Wollas- 
ton after him. DeCristofaro 
said he could not have asked 
for a better parting gift. 

“That is an incredibly 
heartfelt honor,” he said. 
“I was a special education 
teacher for about four years 
and a regular teacher for so 
many years, so I know what 
it is like to make a differ- 
ence for students. To be rec- 
ognized in such a significant 
way by the mayor, by the 
School Committee, I don’t 
know — all I can think of 
is that the significance of it 
will be with me probably for 
a very long period of time 
a lifetime. 

,“I,couldn’t haye asked 
for anything more than that 
as a parting gift to have a

In August, the School 
Committee appointed Kevin 
Mulvey the new superinten- 
dent of the school system.

personnel and other costs 
this year amid the pandem- 
ic, DeCristofaro said. The 
school is looking at ways to 
add revenue, such as grow- 
ing enrollment and _ work- 
force development, to cover 
those costs next school year. 

In addition to balancing 
the budget, DeCristofaro 
wants fo increase the con- 
nections between the col- 
lege and the city’s two high 
schools and get more ‘stu- 
dents from Quincy to attend 
Quincy College. 

“Beyond keeping our 
budget balanced, we also 
need to increase our visibil- 
ity in the community. With 
that comes an increased 
connection with both Quin- 
cy High School and North 
Quincy High School. In 
the last two or three years, 
I don’t know if that connec- 
tion has been as strong,” 
DeCristofaro said. 

“IT know from when I was 
superintendent, we had a 
lot of dual enrollment. Dual 
enrollment is when our high 
school students can take col- 
lege credit...there is a nice 
agreement that it would be 
at low cost, but they would 
get college credit transfer- 
able just about to any public 


Quincy College after- dual 
enrollment,” 

The school wants to use 
the dual enrollment program 
to bring more students to the 
college after they graduate 
high school. 

“What we’re trying to do 
now is connect through dual 
enrollment and also aca- 
demic ways — increas- 
ing academic pathways at 
North Quincy High School 
and Quincy High School 
in areas of criminal justice, 
early childhood education, 
computer technology and 
health. Creating a pathway 
that they can start to take 
courses there with the idea 
that they will be provided a 
summer program and then 
right into Quincy College,” 
DeCristofaro said. 

“We need more of a 
feeder system from North 


Quincy and Quincy High 
School.” 


Quincy College is also 
looking at an early college 
high school initiative. Like 
the dual-enrollment pro- 
gram, it would allow stu- 


high school,” he said. 

“Early college high 
school is throughout the 
state — the governor has been 
very, very supportive of the 
early college high school 
program. What that does is 
it allows grade 11 and 12 
students to actually take 
college courses taught by 
either the college instructor 
or the high school instructor 
and really get on their way 
at Quincy College to leave 
high school close to getting 
their associate degree.” 

In ‘2017, state lawmak- 
ers approved a home-rule 
petition granting Quincy 
College the ability to confer 
baccalaureate degrees. The 
school is working with the 
Department of Higher Edu- 
cation on plans to begin of- 
fering baccalaureate degrees 
next fall, DeCristofaro said. 

“We are working with 
the Department of Higher 
Education, working with 
our Board of Governors, 
working with the faculty of 
course, because they have to 


be comfortable with that,” 


he said of the four-year pro- 
gram. 

“We are confident we 
will start in September of

programs could follow in 
the future. 

“Whatever we do, we 
want to start incrementally. 
We don’t want to go full 
speed into something that 
the college has never done 
before,” DeCristofaro said. 
“This way we can measure 
the outcome, talk to the 
students, see how they feel 
about the baccalaureate and 
with our faculty to make 
sure they are comfortable 
moving forward.” 

In addition to launching 
the baccalaureate program 
next fall, the college also 
plans to expand its extramu- 
ral sports. DeCristofaro said 
the idea is to offer additional 
student life programs for the 
college’s students. 

“Students, if they go to 
another college, they may 
play athletics and they may 
be involved in clubs,” he 
said. “What we want to do is 
make sure we keep our eye 
on that, because that is such 
a positive culture.”

I was 
the beneficiary as superin- 
tendent where 50 percent of 
the city budget was educa- 
tion. He made me look re- 
ally good a lot, but he did so 
much for students,” DeCris- 
tofaro said. 

“I think for the mayor, 
he values Quincy College 
probably more than anyone 
else in the city and believes 
that Quincy College should 
be in Quincy and should 
have a home that is reflec- 


‘tive of the degree in which 


he holds it in high esteem. I 
think that is who he is and 
what he will do. We haven’t 
gotten into a real state of 
talking about the space and 
what programs would be 
there and how we would 
situate it, but it is very much 
I think on his mind.”

Quincy College also has 
a campus at Cordage Park 
in Plymouth. Nursing is of- 
fered both in Quincy and 
Plymouth and the Plymouth 
campus also hosts the col- 
lege’s physical therapy as- 
sistant program. 

DeCristofaro said the 
college is committed to stay- 
ing in Plymouth and could 
offer additional programs, 
like aquaculture, there.

I’m working now with the 
superintendent in Plymouth, 
the assistant superinten- 
dent in Plymouth. I’ve been 
talking to them about what 
are the needs. We want to 
begin the dual-enrollment 
program there and begin to 
talk about pathways there — 
pathways right to Cordage 
Park, the Plymouth campus. 
That’s really what we are 
working on,” DeCristofaro 
said.

Quincy voters passed 
the Community Preserva- 
tion Act in 2006, adopting 
a 1% property tax surcharge 
to be dedicated, along with 
matching funds from the 
state, to acquiring and pro- 
tecting open space, preserv- 
ing historic buildings and 
landscapes, creating afford- 
able housing and providing 
recreational opportunities. 


Since its adoption, more 
than 100 projects have been 
approved and received fund- 
ing in the categories of open 
space, historic preservation, 
affordable housing and rec- 
reation.

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As COVID-19 Cases Rise

Inpatient elective surger- 
ies will be curtailed effec- 
tive Friday in Massachusetts 
as the number of coronavi- 
rus cases and hospitaliza- 
tions continues to rise. 

Gov. Charlie Baker on 
Monday. said the state’s 
hospital system has been 
strained by the influx of new 
COVID-19 patients, even 
with the addition of field 


hospitals in Worcester and 


Lowell. Cancelling inpatient 
elective procedures would 


help free up additional beds 
and healthcare workers. 
“Massachusetts is now 
experiencing a rapid in- 
crease in new positive cases 
in the wake of Thanksgiv- 
ing and in turn the number 
of people becoming ill and 
needing hospitalization is 
also increasing,” Baker said. 
“We’ve brought a field 
hospital online in Worcester 
and are working on a sec- 
ond location in Lowell, but 
even with these additional 
resources we can’t afford 


to strain the hospital system 
at this rate. The increase is 
also compounded by staff- 
ing shortages at a number of © 
hospitals.” 

Marylou Sudders, the 
state’s health and human 
services secretary, said am- 
bulatory outpatient surger- 
ies would be allowed to 
continue. Preventive pro- 
cedures, like colonoscopies 
and mammograms, can also 
continue. 

The state reported 4,747

Walker, Koch’s chief of 
staff. 

During Monday’s coun- 
cil meeting, Walker com- 
pared the tax increase in 
Quincy to those in surround- 
ing communities. The aver- 
age residential tax bill in 
Weymouth is set to increase 
by $232 or 49 percent, 
Braintree’s is up $240 or 4.8 
percent, and Milton’s is up

“Right now, about half 
the cities and towns in Mas- 
sachusetts have submitted 
their tax rate to the state 
“Department of Revenue and 
we fully expect, based upon

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Baker Announces State Rolling Back Reopening Plans 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

As coronavirus cases and 
hospitalizations keep climb- 
ing throughout Massachu- 
setts, Gov. Charlie Baker 
announced a statewide roll- 
back to an earlier phase in 
his reopening plan that will 


mean the closure of some > 


indoor spaces and capacity 
reductions at others. 

The governor also an- 
nounced more _ stringent 
mask rules for restaurants,’ 
gyms and offices. 

During a State House 
press conference Tuesday, 
Baker expressed concern 
over a rise in COVID-19 
cases and hospitalizations 
following Thanksgiving. 

“New infections and hos- 


pitalizations are showing 
disturbing trends,” she. said. 
“Once again, our health care 
workers and our health care 
system are being put at risk 
as the case count continues 
to rise. The days of most 
people doing the right things 
are probably not enough and 
we are asking everyone to 
join.us to step up our vigi- 
lance.” 

To slow the spread, 
Baker said all communities 
statewide would move back 
to step one of phase three of 
his reopening plan effective 
this coming Sunday, Dec. 
13. Previously, communi- 
ties considered low-risk, 
including Quincy, had been 
allowed to enter the second 


step of phase three. 

Theaters and other indoor 
performance venues will be 
required to close statewide 
as a result of the rollback 
along with high-contact in- 
door recreation spaces. The 
maximum size of outdoor 
gatherings will be cut in half 
from 100 people to 50; those 
hosting gatherings of more 
than 25 people must also 
now notify their local board 
of health. 

A number of other sec- 
tors will see their capacity 
reduced from 50 percent to 
40 percent. Those include 
arcades and indoor and out- 
door recreational business; 
driving and flight schools; 
gyms and health clubs; li-

AAA Survey: Gas Prices 
Up Two Cents 


Massachusetts’s average 
gas price is up two cents 
from last week ($2.08), av- 
eraging $2.10 per gallon. 

Monday’s price is 3 cents 
higher than a month ago 
($2.07), and 46 cents cheap- 
er than Dec. 7, 2019 ($2.56). 
Massachusetts’s average gas 
price is 6 cents lower than 
the national average. 

“With travel down, it’s 
no surprise. that we saw the 
lowest Thanksgiving de- 


mand for fuel since 1997,”* 


said Mary Maguire, AAA 
Northeast Director of Pub- 
lic and Government Affairs. 


“But robust gains in crude 
oil prices and the OPEC 
decision to increase produc- 
tion next year combined to 
boost prices 2 to 12 cents in 
a number of states.” 

AAA Northeast’s Dec. 7 
survey of fuel prices found 
the current national aver- 
age to be 4 cents higher than 
last week ($2.12), averaging 
$2.16 a gallon. Monday’s 
national average price is 5 
cents higher than a month 
ago ($2.11), and 42 cents 
cheaper than this day last 
year ($2.58).

Dress up the table and 
your holiday meals with a 
centerpiece of fresh herbs. 
You and your family will 
enjoy snipping a few fresh 
sprigs to season your meal 
to your own taste. 

Purchase plants so they 
will be ready to harvest for 
the holidays. Many §gar- 
den centers now carry herb 
plants year-round and some 
grocery stores sell herb 
plants in their produce de- 
partment. 

Include herbs your fam- 


~ ily likes and those that com- 


plement your menu. Grow 
plants in individual contain- 
ers or plant several in one 
larger decorative pot. Select 
a container with drainage 
holes and one that comple- 
ments your table setting. 
Double pot plants when 
using a decorative container 


. that lacks drainage holes. 


Plant herbs in a smaller pot 
with | drainage holes. You 
can set several individual 
pots in a larger container. 
Place pebbles in the bottom 
of the decorative pot. The- 
ses elevate the inner pots 
above any excess water that 
collects in the bottom of the 
decorative pot. Better for 
the plants and less work for 
you. 

Use a quality, well- 
drained potting mix’ when 
moving herbs into another 
container. Be sure to place a 
saucer or tray under the pot 
to protect your furniture. Set 
on a decorative placemat for 
added protection and add a 
few seasonal items to com- 
plete your display. 

Include some basil to - 
dress up a pizza, salad, of 
soup with just a few leaves. 
Add some oregano for sea- 
soning any tomato-based 
dishes such as pizza and 
pasta. Use fresh thyme to 
add flavor to cheeses, eggs, 
tomatoes, and lentil.

consider adding it to soups, 
dips, seafood dishes, and 
omelets. Just snip a few 
leaves and cut them into 
smaller pieces before add- 
ing them to your dish. 

Parsley is high in vitamin 
C and often added to soups, 
pasta, salads, and dressings. 
Harvest a sprig at the end 
of the meal to freshen your 
breath. 

Always’ water — plants 
thoroughly when the top 
inch of soil is starting to dry. 
Basil likes slightly moist 
soil but not soggy wet. Pour 
off excess water that col- 
lects in the saucer or elevate 
the pot on pebbles above 
any water that lingers in the 
saucer or tray. 

And don’t forget the 
snips. Let everyone add their 
own favorite herbal season- 
ings to their meal. Encour- 
age everyone to make the 
cut above a set of leaves. 
This keeps the plant look- 
ing good and the wound will 
close quickly. And don’t be 
timid; regular harvesting 
encourages new growth for 
future harvests.

table, move the plants to a 
sunny window or under ar- 
tificial lights. Avoid drafts 
of hot and cold air. Continue 
watering it thoroughly as 
needed.

cashed the K-Q of spades and the suit 
proved to be divided 3-2. 

But he also realized that if the spades 
were divided 4-1, he would most like- 
ly be defeated. Unwilling to stake 
his all on a 3-2 spade division, Ogust 
devised a method of play that would 
give him a chance to make the con- 
tract even if the spades did not break. 

Accordingly, at trick two he cashed 
the spade king and continued with the 
queen. But, after West followed with 
the eight, Ogust overtook the queen 
with the ace! This extraordinary play 
had solid reasoning behind it. 

If East had followed to the spade, 
the plan was to continue the suit and 
thus establish dummy’s remaining 
three spades to assure nine tricks. But 
when East showed out on the second 
spade, Ogust was able to switch to the 
alternate line of play he had reserved 
in case the spades were not 3-2. 

He led dummy’s ten of diamonds. It 
did not matter whether East covered 
with the queen or not: Ogust could not 
be prevented from eventually winning 
four diamond tricks, and he wound up 
making three notrump. 

If he had cashed the K-Q of spades 
initially, Ogust would have been 
defeated. His play of overtaking the 
queen could have cost him a trick or 
two if the spades had been divided 
normally, but the overtake gave him 
a better chance to make the contract.

My 
blood pressure is 110/64. The 
cardiologist put me on 5 mg 
of Crestor.

me taking CoQ10 and vitamin:

I’ve been 
taking everything now for two 
weeks, and my legs are start- 
ing to ache. Is it really neces- 
sary to stay on Crestor? -- J.S. 

ANSWER: I put all your 
numbers into the standard risk 
calculator at www.cvriskcalcu- 
lator.com, and your risk for heart 
disease or stroke in the next 10 
years is 6.8%. That is in a range 
where medicaiion therapy is not 
usually recommended. 

Of course, I can’t tell you to 
stop taking the medication your 
doctor has recommended. He 
may know something about you 
that I don’t. It’s possible you 
have a léess-common risk factor 
your cardiologist may not have 
told you about. 

Some people with very good 
cholesterol and blood pressure 
numbers have high levels of C- 
reactive protein, for example, 
which confers an increased risk 
for heart disease. That’s true 
even in people with desirable 
cholesterol levels, and people 
in that situation would clearly 
benefit from taking Crestor or 
a similar medicine.

ANSWER; A Hutch diver- 
ticulum is a congenital condi- 
tion, a small pouch in the wall 
of the bladder.

They can 
be ‘associated -with infection 
and stones, but if you have had 
no problem with either of those 
conditions, I would . certainly 
advise against doing anything 
about it. 

The external iliac lymph 
nodes are structures in the hip, 
and like all lymph nodes, may 
enlarge in the presence of in- 
fection or inflammation. Yours 
are definitely enlarged, with 
less than 8-10 mm considered 
normal. Although we worry 
about enlarged lymph nodes as 
a symptom or sign of cancer, 
it’s thought to be cancer only 
about 1% of the time. After you 
recover from surgery, it may be 
worth taking another look to see 
if they have shrunk. If they are 
persistently enlarged, especially 
if they are growing, some phy-

The year 2020 has been

items, You can’t create a 
plan unless you know exact- 
ly where you stand, so tak- 
ing stock of things should 
be the first step. That way 
you aren’t operating in the 
dark. And what about the 
“T” word? Taxes! Have you 
imparted tax-efficiency as a 
part of your retirement plan? 
Do you know your options 
when it comes to this cer- 
tainty? 

* Reconsider the timing 
of your retirement. When- 
ever the economy is shaky, 
it’s best to consider your 
options ahead of time so 
you can be prepared before 
problems arise.

with downsides, though. If

Con- 
versely, if your job situation 
is stable but you’re worried 
your nest egg is inadequate, 
consider postponing retire- 
ment.

* Review your budget 
and clean up bad hab- 
its.

¢ Evaluate the risk in 
your portfolio.

was designed to carry you 


through decades of retire- 
ment. But, in an uncertain 
market and with retire- 
ment already here or close 
at hand, it may be wise to 
re-evaluate how much risk 
you’re holding in your port- 
folio. Now would be a good 
time to diversify and consid- 
er other investment options 
so you can help protect what 
you already have. 

Remember, though, that 
if your unsteady financial 
situation is getting the bet- 
ter of you, you don’t have to 
go it alone. Find an experi-
